_, With the new schoo] year. un- 
der way, the Maine State Police 
remind motorists of the laws re- 
garding school buses, —- 

“In addition to following. the 
schoo] bus law, motorists are ad- 
vised to be particularly careful 
during morning: ‘going-to-work' 
traffic as children walk to school 
and buses stop to pick up child- 
ren,” said Col. Allan H. Weeks, 
Chief of the Maine Sfate Police. 

ol. Weeks also advises par- 
ents to have their children not to 
play or run around at a bus pick- 
up area while waiting for or when 


. getting off of a bus. 


According. to the Maine State 
Police, on undivided highways and 


* roads, all vehicles must stop until 


children are clear. of the road- 
way and the bus is moving, Speci- 
fieally, an operator when coming 
upon a school bus which has 
stopped to receive or discharge 
children, shall stop such’ vehicle 
before reaching the school bus and 
shall not proceed until the school 
bus resumes motion or until sig- 
naled by the school bus driver to 
proceed. 

On divided highways, Maine law 
Says all vehicles in lanes traveling 
with the school bus must stop. 
Vehicles traveling in the opposite 
direction, but separated by curb- 
ing or other similar physical bar- 
rier or an unpaved area need not 
stop.

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CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 
SHOWS .4% RISE IN JULY 

The Consumer Price Index rose | 
0.4% in July before seasonal ad- 
justment to 182,6 (1967100), the 
U. S, Department of Labor’s Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics reported. 
The July CPI was 6.7% higher 
than in July 1976. - 

On a_ seasonally adjusted ba- 
sis, the CPI also rose 0.4% in July, 
noticeably less than the average 
monthly increase of 0.7% record- 
ed during the first half of this 
year. This slowdown was primari- 
ty due -to food prices which in- 
creased 0.1% after moving up ra- 
pidly in the first six months of 
this year. 

Prices of commodities’ other 
than food also contributed to. the 
slowdown in July, increasing 0,1%. 
Charges for services, however, rose 
0.8% in July, about the same as 
the increases in each of the pre- 
ceding six months. - : 

The index for food purchased in 
grocery ‘stores declined 0.1% in 


July after seasonal adjustment... 


This decline—the’ first. since last 
November—was due to lower pric- 
es for beef, poultry, pork, fresh 


fruit and vegetables, sugar, and-

Pork and sugar prices declined 
for. the first time this year, Cof- 
fee prices declined slightly after 
advancing steadily for almost two 
years.
